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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Publication 2001/0050040. 

In figures 1-5, '040 teaches a reciprocating piston machine comprising at least 
one working membrane 11 or at least one auxiliary membrane made from an 
elastomeric material and having an oscillating drive 12, engaging the membrane 11 only 
in a central area, with a deformable membrane area (not numbered) being provided 
between the central area of the membrane and a circumferential edge area 11A 
clamped in the reciprocating piston machine and deforming during the oscillating 
pumping movement, wherein a different geometrical configuration caused by the drive 
of the working membrane or the auxiliary membrane between mounting points provided 
in the central area and at the circumferential edge area is developed by two merging 
curves(not numbered), which define a shape of the membrane.

area of the membrane and a circumferential edge area clamped in the reciprocating 
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piston machine and deforming during the oscillating pumping movement, wherein a 
different geometrical configuration of the working membrane and/or the auxiliary 
membrane, caused by the drive, to mounting points provided in the central area and at 
the circumferential edge area is developed by two merging curves, which define a 
shape of the membrane.
